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some openings ! n other positions such as maids, waitresses and 
even miners at small mines were also filled. 

Man Described At Willing 

Work supervisors at all levels have been unanimous in 
their praise of the willingness of the men to work. 

Among t hi. Perry County workers, according to State Su- 
pervisor J. Snead Yeager, there have been no instances of 
lateness to work or unauthorized absences. 

The amount of aid an individual worker is eligible for 
is determined by the Public Assistance Office. A man Is allot- 
ted work-time to equal the amount of money he is to draw, at 
a rate of fl per hour. 

Examples of some of the projects the men have been en- 
gaged in are city clean-up, unclogging drain ditches, road re- 
pair, and reforestation of land. 



squealch earlier rumors that the Jobs would last only a few 
months.. 

Employment statistics for last month released today by the 
local employment office show an improvement in the area job 
picture over the same month last year, primarily because of 
public jobs made available to the unemployed fathers. 

The office found 749 Job openings last month, compared 
to 111 last year. It refered 782 job-seekers to employers 
compared to 182 last year, and 515 of these were hired, 
compared to only 88 a year ago. 

Public Job Qualifications Listed 

To qualify for state aid, a father must have been unem- 
ployed for 90 days, receive no unemployment insurance, have 
children of schooi or pre-school age, and be willing to work or 
to participate in job-training. 

Most of these jobs were of the public works type though

Knott and Letcher counties want 50 each to work on 
roads, the State Forestry Department has asked for two crews 
of 30 men each, and the State Highway Department wants two 
crews of 25 and 50 men. 

The works projects here are part of a pilot program 
to determine the feasbillty of extending its scope to other 
area*. 

Seven Eastern Kentucky counties were involved in the 
initial project, Pike, Floyd, Letcher. Perry, Breathitt, Knott, 
and Iieslle, Bell and Harlan counties have since been added.

The 
county and Hazard Initially put crews of 30 men each to work, 
and Vicco used 20.

Ijist week’s editorial titled "The Student 
Victors" drew two letters-to-the editor in 
response, one in praise and agreement, the 
other sharply critical of what we had to say 
about the students who were here for the 
conference sponsored by Berman Gibson’s Ap- 
palachian Committee For Full Employment at 
the Allais Ihrion Hall. In keeping with our 
custom of printing all signed letters to The 
Herald, the letters arc reprinted on today's 
editorial page. 

The letter which disagreed with our edi- 
torial came in mimeographed form from the 
Appalachian Committee For Full Employment 
and was signed by the organization’s recording 
secretary. Everette Tharp. At the risk of flay- 
ing the same subject to the point of boredom, 
but because of the obvious misunderstanding 
of our editorial as revealed by Mr. Tharp’s 
comments on it, we feel some words of clar- 
ification are necessary lest the Full Employ- 
ment Committee conclude by our silence that 
its gross misunderstandings are in fact cor- 
rect. 

Mr. Tharp says: “It (the editorial last 
week) even went so far as to hint or suggest 
that the people of this county should ha\e 
met them (the students) at the county line 
and turned them back.”

By President Lyndon B. Johnson 

We are citizens of the richest and mod 
fortunate nation Ln the history of the world. 

One hundred and eighty years ago we were 
a small country struggling for survival in the 
margLn of a hostile land. 

Today we have established a civilization 
of free men which spans an entire con- 
tinent. 

With the growth of our country has come 
opportunity for our people — opportunity to 
educate our children, to use our energies in 
productive work, to increase our leisure — op- 
portunity for almost every American to hope 
that through work and talent he could create 
a better life for himself and his family. 

The path forward has not been an easy 

one. 

But we have never lost sight of our goal: 
an Amarlca ln which every citizen shares all 
the opportunltea of hla aocety, ln which ev- 



ery man has a chance to advance his welfare 
to the limit of his capacities. 

We have come a long way toward this 

goal. 

We still have a long way to go. 

The distance which remains is the mea- 
sure of the great unfinished work of our so- 
ciety. 

To finish that work I have called far a 
national war on poverty. Our objective: total 
victory. 

There are millions of Americans — one 
•fifth of our people — who have not shared in 
the abundance which has been granted to 
most of us, and to whom the gates of oppor- 
tunity have been closed. 

What does this poverty mean to those 
who endure it? 

tt means a daily struggle to secure the 
necessities for even a meager existence. It 
means that the abundance, the comforts, the 
opportunities they see all around them are be- 



yond their grasp. 

Worst of all, it means hopelessness for 
the young. 

The young man or woman who grows up 
without a decent education, in a broken home, 
in a hostile and squalid environment, in ill 
health or in the face of racial injustice— -that 
young man or woman is often trapped in a 
life of poverty. 

He does not have the skills demanded by 
a complex society. He does not know how to 
acquire those skills. He faces a mounting sense 
of despair which drains initiative and ambition 
and energy. 

Our tax cut will create millions of new 
jobs new exits from poverty. 

But we must also strike down all the 
barriers which keep many from uaing these 

exits. 

The war on poverty la not a struggle 
limply to support people, to make them de- 
pendent on the generosity of othera. 

It is a struggle to give people a chance. 



It is an effort to allow them to develop 
and use their capacities, as we have been 
allowed to develop and use ours, eo that they 
can share, as others share, in the promise 
of this nation. 

We do this, first of all, because it is right 
that we should. 

From the establishment of public educa- 
tion and land grant colleges through agricul- 
tural extension and encouragmeat to industry, 
we have pursued a goal of a nation with full 
and increasing opportunities for all its citi- 
zens. 

Giving new opportunity to those who have 
little will enrich the lives of all the rest. 

Because it is right, because it is wise, 
and because, for the first time in our history, 
it is possible to conquer poverty, 1 submit, for 
the consideration of the Congress and the 
country, the Economics Opportunity Act of 
1964 .

Sprays for Orchards and 
Shrubs 

Fruit trees and deciduous 
shrubs in orchards and lan- 
scape plantings may be attack- 
ed by aphids, mites and scale 

insects soon. 

Dormant oil sprays should be 
used now on such plants. The 
spray should be mixed with 
water. Labels give directions. 

Plants that should be sprayed 
include fruit trees, lilacs, mag- 
nolias, tulip- poplars crab apple* 
quince and many others. 

Many of the insects overwin- 
ter as eggs. These eggs can 
barely be seen by the naked 
eve. Cover branches and trunks 
thoroughly to make sure the oil 
hits the tiny eggs. 

Dormant oil sprays should 
NOT be applied to evergreen, 
or other plants after the buds i 
show green tips, or when tem- 
peratures are 40 degrees F or 
lower. Dormant oil sprays are 
available a t garden supply 
houses.
